The city board of trustees met 
in regular weekly session last Mon¬ 
day night, with all the members 
present. 

The spirit of good-nature tilled 
the air, considerable business was 
disposed of, and the meeting ad¬ 
journed early. At times during 
the session, members joshed each 
other, but not to the extent of be¬ 
coming undignified. 

An application for a Class B 
liquor license was presented by a 
man named Curisius, who wanted 
to conduct a wholesale liquor busi¬ 
ness at 106 Grand avenue. 

Upon motion of Trustee Cun¬ 
ningham, seconded by Trustee 
Hickey, the application was re¬ 
jected. The sentiment of the 
board is that there is at present a 
sufficient number of that class of 
liquor licenses in existence. 

A communication was received 
from the local water company in 
reference to the lowering of its 
water pipes at places where side¬ 
walk improvements are going on. 
The company stated that it had 
referred the matter to its superin¬ 
tendent to attend to. Filed. 

A communication was received 
from Chas. N. Black, vice-presi¬ 
dent and general manager of the 
United Railroads of San Francisco, 
referring to the request of the 
board to introduce on its branch 
road in this city half-fare tickets 
for local school children. He 1 
stated the matter would be taken : 
up by the board of directors of ' 
the company at its next meeting. (

:|NeAv businesses have started, and 
i more are preparing. Vacant houses 
on the principal streets are being 
. rented, and a general feeling of op¬ 
timism prevails. 

The Doak sheet metal company 
is actively at Avork striving to 
have its large factory finished so 
I as to start up full blast the first of 
j the year. 

New factories are in contempla¬ 
tion in the near future. 

There is tremendous railroad ac- 
j tivity and increase of business in 
this vicinity. There are so many 
| freight trains coining into the local 
| yards that soon it av ill be neces- 
i sary for the city and Southern Pa 
Icific Company to build either an 
j overhead crossing or subAvay at 
! the foot of Grand avenue. 

Contractors are busily engaged j 
in laying neAV concrete curbs and j 
stone sideAvalks on Grand amU 
Linden avenues. . 

Resolutions of intention have 
been adopted by the city board of j 
trustees to have similar Avork done 
on Cypress, Commercial, Baden, 
Miller and Lux avenues and San 
Bruno road. Division street and 
Mission road are to be macadam- i 
ized, and later, Grand avenue, 
from the 8. P. station to Maple 
avenue, is to be improved Avith an 
asphaltum pavement. 

The city fathers have laid out 
several thousand dollars’ Avorth of 
improvements, including a bond 
issue of $40,000 for a new sewer 
system. 

No protest from citizens has yet 


been heard. To the contrary, our 
citizens want the improvements. 

The local board of school trus- 
i tees, in conjunction with a coin- 
: mittee, is arranging to have a bond 
issue sufficient to finish the gram¬ 
mar school building, so that a new 
high school can be established. 
The board also contemplates buy¬ 
ing some land foi playground pur¬ 
poses. 

The local improvement club is 
arranging to start an active adver- 
tising campaign in addition to 
what already has been done, show¬ 
ing forth the advantages of this 
city for factories and homes. 

As stated in a folder issued by 
the improvement club, “The city 
ol South San Francisco presents 
the same sort of opportunities as 
are found in South Chicago, South 
j Omaha, Gary, Indiana, and other 
J such manufacturing cities. It pre- 
jsents even greater opportunities 
1 than these toAvns, because it is the 
j center ol what is practically virgin 
j field for many lines of industry, 
j It presents all the advantages of 
San Francisco itself, so far as 
proximity to the center of popu¬ 
lation is concerned, and besides, 
has reasonably priced land for fac¬ 
tory sites, and a greater freedom 
in the conduct ol a factory owing 
to the absence of the restrictions 
usually imposed in a thickly pop¬ 
ulated neighborhood. The resi¬ 
dence section is one of the most 
beautiful in all California, part of 
it being on the terraced sides of 
the San Bruno foothills, Avith a 
magnificent vicAv ol' the bay and 
surrounding country.”

China is declared to be on the verge 
of another upheaval similar to the 
Boxer uprising and the lives of for¬ 
eigners are in jeopardy. Recent ad- 
„ vices from Government officials in 
China express the belief that an out¬ 
break at any time would not surprise 
i them. The State Department has in¬ 
structed officials to maintain a close 
watch on the internal conditions. 

All through the summer months 
there have been mutterings of discon¬ 
tent in some of the Chinese provinces, 
due to the rice famine, dynastic differ¬ 
ences and dissatisfaction over acts of 
the Peking Government as to foreign 
investments in China. Good harvests 
mitigated to some extent the gravity 
of the situation, but there is still a 
general feeling of unrest, according 
to personal letters received here from 
men on duty in that quarter. 

The Army and the Navy are pre¬ 
pared for any emergency, but their 
readiness is solely a precautionary 
measure, it is said, and should not be 
taken as an indication of immediate 
danger. 

Authentic advices from those 
charged with keeping in touch with 
the conditions indicate that the only 
thing lacking to parallel the present 
situation with that preceding the 
Boxer troubles, which drew into China 
the American forces as well as those 
of other nations, is the matter of or¬ 
ganization and that it only needs a 
leader to effect that.

Aviator Walter Brookins lighted in 
the fair grounds on Thursday at 
Springfield, 111, at 4:27 p. m., seven 
hours and twelve minutes out of Chi¬ 
cago, after having sailed his Wright 
biplane the 187 miles with two stops. 
They were at Gilman, Ill., 75 miles 
from Chicago, at 11:30 a. m„ and at 
Mount Pulaski, 111., 163 miles from the 
starting point in Chicago, at 3:20 p. m. 

The first stop was for water, oil and 
gasoline; the second for that and be 
cause his pump had broken and the 
engine became hot. Wherever the 
aviator alighted throngs gathered to 
stare at the man and to see what an 
aeroplane looked like at short range. 

As Brookins rose into the air at 
Mount Pulaski one of the small rubber- 
tired wheels of the aeroplane struck 
a hummock and was wrenched off. 

Brookins, in his long sail, broke the 
American long-distance continued 
flight record and thereby won the 
$10,000 prize offered by the Chicago 
Record-Herald, which conducted the 
attempt. 

Brookins reached the fair grounds 
eight minutes before the station was 
reached by the Illinois Central fast 
special train. He made the dip to 
alight at 4:27 p. m„ making seven 
hours and twelve minutes elapsed 
time from the start in Chicago. The 
actual I’yiug rate was five hours forty- 
four minutes, an average of thirty- 
three miles an hour. 

Brookins found difficulty in alight¬ 
ing because of inadequate policing of 
the grounds, and although he arrived 
over the grounds at 4:22 o’clock it 
was five minutes later before he could

An Ordinance Regulating the Erec¬ 
tion of Poles and Hanging of Wires 
for Electric Light, Electric Motor, 
Telegraph, Telephone and Other 
Purposes, and Providing a Penalty 
for Violation. 


The Board of Trustees of the City of 
South San Francisco do ordain as fol¬ 
lows: 

Section 1. 

It shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons, firm, company or corpora¬ 
tion to erect any electric light, electric 
motor, telegraph, telephone, or other 
poles for the purpose of hanging wires 
thereon for any purpose within the 
corporate limits of the City of South 
San Francisco, except as herein pro-

Section 2 * 

All poles erected by any person or 
persons, firm, company or corporation 
for tlie purpose of hanging wires 
thereon, shall be under the direction 
of the Committee on Streets, and all 
poles erected in circuit shall not be at 
a greater distance apart than one hun¬ 
dred and forty (140) feet. All poles 
must be placed just inside the curb 
line of the street on which the same 
may be erected, and shall be of suffi¬ 
cient depth to hold the same in place 
without the use of lateral supports or 
wires. 

Section 3. 

No electric light, power, telegraph 
or telephone wires shall be placed 
upon any building within the City of 
South San Francisco, except where it 
is necessary to provide light or power 
or connect telegraph and telephone of¬ 
fice with instruments, without the 
consent of said board. Nor shall any 
pole be supported in place by the aid 
of bracing wires without the consent 
of said board, and then only in a 
manner which will not interfere with 
the reasonable and proper use of the 
street on which the same may be 
placed. 

Section 4. 

Any person, firm or corporation 
who or which shall violate any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall be pun¬ 
ished by a fine of not more than one 
hundred ($100) dollars, or by impris¬ 
onment for not more than three (3) 
months, or both by such line and im¬ 
prisonment. 

Section 5. 

This ordinance shall be published 
once in The Enterprise, a weekly 
newspaper, printed and published in 
the City of Soutli San Francisco, and 
shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.

ELECTRIC RAILWAY 
DEVELOPMENT • 

Press dispatches state that the Con¬ 
gregational Church site at Eighteenth * 
and Market streets, San Francisco, has 
been purchased by the Peninsula Rail¬ 
way Company, a subordinate corpora¬ 
tion of the Southern Pacific, says the 
Palo Alo Times. 

This is the company which owns the 
j Santa Clara Valley Interburban lines. 

It is stated that the company has a 
franchise to connect its new site with 
the old Valencia route, and it is be¬ 
lieved that this means the early trans¬ 
formation of that line into an electric 
system. 

This would bridge the greatest dif¬ 
ficulty and give the new line a direct 
access to Market street. It would 
bring the completed tracks as far south 
as San Bruno, and would bring the 
time within sight when the gap be¬ 
tween Palo Alto and and San Bruno 
would be closed. VV hether the fair is 
to located at Tanforan or in Golden 
Gate Park, this new line will bean 
important link in giving both the 
lower city and the peninsula direct 
access to it. 


The building of electric lines all 
along this peninsula and also down 
from Oakland, on the other side of the 
hay, is one that every resident of all 
the interior towns should take a lively 
interest in. Such lines give a quick 
service and cheap transportation. The 
Key Route is to build down from Oak¬ 
land to San Jose by the close of this 
year, and will probably go up this 
side of the bay and connect with their 
Frisco-Oak land ferries at San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

It is more than likely that the 
Western Pacific will be running up 
and down this peninsula in another 
year, and the electric from Mayfield 
will do some more building. All this 
whole string of towns between the 
Golden Gate and the metropolis of 
Santa (Tiara county will some day be 
one string of towns so closely built up 
that it cannot be determined by ob¬ 
servation where one leaves off and the 
other begins.—Mountain View Reg¬ 
ister. 
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
